Proceeds from the frequent” Struggles of Na- 
ture to burſt the morbid Glands, and thereby to 
expel the hidden Cauſe of the Tumor, that by 
this Means the tumified' Part might be redaced 
and reſtored to a healthful State.

Therefore in the firſt Days of the inflamma- 
tory State, they uſed to abſtain from the ſtronger 
Cathartics, that is, till the Veſſels were relieved, 
and, either by Venæſection, by Sweating, or by 
ſome other Aſſiſtance, were delivered from the 
great Fear of Tenſion; which otherwiſe the Sti- 
mulus of a Cathartic might occaſion.

Lungs and Meſentery ; becauſe, I obſerved

And unleſs the Ancients had prov'd their great 
Virtue and Power by a long continued Practice, cer- 
tainly theſe Medicaments would never have con- 
tinued in Uſe, and grown more general for ſo many 


Ages as from the Time of Hippocrates, to the 


Reigns of Caracalla or Gordian; but if it was ne- 
ceſſary, it would be both an eiſy and very enter- 
taining Labour to extract almoſt an infinite Number 
of Preſcriptions from the Writings of the Antients. 

But I ſubjoin a Plaſter of Salt (the Greeks call it

by Scribonius Largus, and which he ſays | is good to

that it was uſed in various Methods and Preſcripti- 
ons, to repreſs that Putrefaction of the Fibres,

commends the Uſe of Salt againſt the Putrefaction 
of the Gums (whichis always a great and ina Man-

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geamen in long Voyages, I muſt conelude, that it 
is falſly and without any juſt Ground attributed ta 
their ſalt Proviſions; and I think, I may truly af 
firm, that Salt does not only preſerve Meat from 
Corruption, but from the ſame Cauſe, it does alſo 
defend Sailors from that corrupt and morbid State; 
and I think you will be of my Opinion, if you re- 
flect on the Strength and flouriſhing State of Health» 
which poor Country People enjoy, who are em- 
ployed in plowing, and other Labours of Agricul— | 
ture, and who have fuch ſtrong Nerves, that they- 
are almoſt able to undergo the ſame Fatigue as their. 
Cattle; and at the fame Time live upon the ſame - 
Food as Seamen; and indeed, have leſs Variety; 
for go which Way you will, you will find many 
in every Country, that have lived perhaps for the 
Space of 30 Years upon no freſh Meat, but ſalt: 
Beef and Bacon, and various but ordinary Sorts of 
Padding, unleſs perhaps, on ſome high Holiday, 
they buy a Bit of freſh Meat to feaſt withal, and 
think it Luxury; and yet theſe People are gene- 
rally ſtronger, and have better Hea'th, than thoſe. 
who live in a better Manner, and indulge them- 
ſelves in Dainties and high Feeding. Ga 
Therefore, as the Rule and Method of Living of 
Seamen and poor Country People, differ only. be- 
cauſe the former want the Help of Exerciſe, and 
are always ſurrounded by the Waters of the Sea; I 
Judge, that the Principles and Cauſes of this Sea 
Dilleper are to ber more truly found elſewhere. _

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Ichink, it is generally allowed, there is ſomething 
born with, and as it were implanted in the Nature 
of land Animals, that they can by no Means bear 
a Life continually paſſed upon the Waters; as 
Fiſhes, and thoſe Kind of Animals that are called 
amphibious, and partake of both Natures, cannot 
be always depriv'd of that fame Water, without 
the Loſs of Life. We ſee that the Inhabitants of 
muddy Fenns and Marſhes, and thoſe that live in 
low wet Grounds, ſurrounded with thick Woods, 
are ſubje to certain grievous Diſtempers about 
the Spring and Fall of the Leaf, which plainly 

ſhews us, how much the Nature of Man'is hurt 
by continuing long in a damp Air, becauſe the 
Tone of the Fibres being thereby relaxed, ſuffers a 
great Weakneſs. + For about the Time of Spring 
and Autumn, the Sun has a Power of Heat 
ſufficient to raiſe a great Quantity of. Exhalations 
from the Earth, but is not long enough above the 
Horizon to heat the Air, ſo as to raiſe them to a 
- + Tam afraid the Author's Reaſons will not hold good in this 
Particular ; for though the Laxity of the Fibres will certainly 
contribute to the Generation of ſome Diſeaſes, yet that is not 
merely the Cauſe of the Inſalubrity of low marſhy Countries, They 
certainly abound with Exhalations of a very malignant Na ture; 
which drawn in by the Breath or entering the Pores of the Body, 
are the more immediate Parents of thoſe Diſeaſes to which the In- 
habitants of thoſe Places are ſubſe. Beſides the mordid Seaſons 
are not the Spring and Fall; for they often begin, not in the Spring, 
but'in Fuly and Auguſt, as I have found by Obſervation in the 
Hundreds of Eſſex And. with Regard to the Sailors living on 
Salt-Meats it is very well known, that nothing is a more certain 
Cure for the Scurvy in long Voyages than a Vegetable Diet, and a 
Suſpenſion from living on the Ship's Proviſion. This is mention'd 


with all due Deference to the Author's Merit and ſubmitted to 
his Conſideration, | 
proper 
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proper Height, or to attenuate them fo that they 
may be preſently diſperſed and carried off by the 
Winds; therefore, they are condenſed again, and 
being changed into Vapours and moiſt Fogs, they 
hang a little above the Earth, and in a Manner en- 
cloſe the Inhabitants. And hence, their Fibres are 
relaxed, and the Tone of the Solids is ſo broken

not be ſtopt without great Difficulty ; and I have 
many, and, as I think, great Reaſon to believe, that 
theſe Diſeaſes owe their 50 to a a relaxed Tone 
of the Fibres.

This Opinion is conformable to Experi- 
ence; for the Itch amongſt us, when it is an original 
Diſeaſe and not caught, very ſeldom appears but 
among poor People, whoſe naſty. way of living and 
low Diet bring oa pituitous Habit of Body: Now 
as far as Evacuations, by Stool, are coricerned in 
the Cure, it may be performed by Sea-Water 
and yet this is not proper for all that are afflicted 
with this Diſeaſe. But Pathing is of more univer- 
ſal Uſe, for it cleanſes the Glands of the Skin by 
the ſtimulating Property of the Salt, and by diſ- 
perſing the obſtruQting Humour, reſtores it to its 
Office, in which the Cure of theſe Diſeaſes princi - 
pally conſiſts, Beſiges, Practitioners well know that 
nothing contributes to prevent Diſeaſes of the Skin 
more than cold Bathing in general.

AILY 8 has taught me lr far Sea. 

Water will contribute to the Cure ofthe Rheu- 
matiſm, eſpecially that of the ſcorbutic Kind. It 
was frequently uſed in Diſeaſes of the Joints by the 
Ancients, and Aretæus in forms usthat cold Bathing 
in Sea Water was excellent for Diſeafes of the 
Joints. And Cœlius Aurelianus adviſes when iſchiadic 
Pains are become inveterate, to fill a Bag with decre- 
pitated Salt, and lay it to the Place, and afterwards 
to ſprinkle hot Salt Water on the Parts affected. 
But perhaps this may more properly be referred to 
the genuine Gout than to the Rheumatiſm. The 
Precepts of Oribaſius are likely to be more to the 
Purpoſe, when he adviſes bathing in Sea-Water to 
thoſe who are troubled with Defluxions 1 in the Legs 
or other Parts of the Body.

much leſs to recommend it as the oneThing neceſſary 
for thoſe Difeaſes in which it is ſerviceable : - For 


we ſhould enquire into the natural Diſpoſition of 


the Body of the Patient, as well as into the Genius of 
the Diſeaſe.

| However, the Uſe of Sea- Water i in theſe Diſea- 
ſes is not to be negleRted ; and yet to ſay the Truth, 
whatever peculiar Virtue the Sea - Water. may have, 
it ſeems to me to depend entirely upon bathing, 
and its external Uſe, For you may remember in 
the firſt Caſe while it was uſed only internally, the 
external Uſe being omitted, the Diſeaſe grew worſe. 
Likewiſe the Patients in the fifth and ſeventh Ca- 
ſes received no Benefit from drinking it, and bath- 
ing together; but as ſoon as the former was ſ uſpend- 
ed, the good Effects plainly appeared. Beſides, I 
never met with any Patient that was relieved by the 
purging Virtue of Sea-Water, that would not have 
received the ſame Benefit from other Catharticks, 
appropriated to his particular Caſe, when the ſame 
Aſſiſtances were uſed along with them, I mean bath- 
ing in, and the external Uſe of Sea - Water: For 


when the Humours are brought to ſuch a State, as 


to be ſafely carry d off by Stool, it is of little Con- 
ſequence what Medicament is made Uſe of for that 
Purpoſe, provided a due Regard is had to the pecu- 
liar Conſtitution of the Patient, and the Nature of 
the Diſeaſe. But it may. be done by other Means; 
it may be done by Sea - Water in Caſes wherein it

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is julged to be proper. But as for thoſe it does not 
agree with, by creating an Uneaſineſs in the Sto- 
mach, there can be no Neceſſity of troubling them 


with it, eſpecially in theſe Days when there is fuch | 


an elegant Variety of efficacious purgative Medi- 
cines, which may be exhibited in different Forms, 
and. which may be ſuited to every Diſeaſe in which 
purging is required. It was for want of ſuch Ad- 
vantages as theſe that the Ancients had Recourſe to 
the internal Uſe of Sea-Water. 


But what I have ſaid of the Virtue of Sea-Water 
hitherto, is to be underftood only of its purging 
Quality; for when cold Humours are to be deſicca- 
ted, it may ſometimes be more efficacious than 
other Purges. Beſides, it is the mildeſt of all hot 
acrid Purges. Likewiſe it may be looked upon as a 


warm diuretic, and from theſe two Qualities all 


the Effects of Sea-Water taken inwardly may be 
deduced. I have ſometimes tried what it would 
do as an Alterative given in a ſmall Doſe, but I ne- 


ver could perceive the leaſt W om the 
Uſe . 


Thus have L fad al that 1 intended concerning

in moſt, both theſe Aſſiſtances were united. Int

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was ſaid to be weakened by Antiſcorbutics, joined 
to the Uſe of Sea- Water; for many Medicines had 
before been taken in vain, and, among the, reſt, 
Sea- Water. Therefore I think we ought to attri- 


bute the Alleviation to the prudent Uſe of other 


ſele& Medicines, which this Author employ'd, ra- 
ther than'to the drinking of Sea-Water. 


Nor does it ſufficiently appear how much we 
ought to attribute to Sea - Water in the other Cures, 
notwithſtanding his Account of opening the Ob- 
ſtructions of the Glands is ſo very well written. He 


likewiſe affirms, that Patients may indulge them- 


ſelves in the plentiful drinking of Sea-Water, from 
the Example of a Woman who drank a large Quan- 
tity, viz, Twenty-five Gallons, without any 
Harm.

I muſt needs own T have not been ſo fortunate 
as to make the ſame Obſervation, nor have I been 
ſo happy as never to have perceived any Inconveni- 

ence from the free internal Uſe of Sea-Water. I 
entertained the firſt Doubt from the CorreQors of 
the Medicines which are to- be met with in the 
Writings of the Ancients, Theſe were ſo well ac- 

quainted with their Effects on human Bodies, and 
have delivered their Obſervations ſo faithfully down 


toP oſterity, that I rather believe they attempted 
to correct Sea - Water from their Experience uf <-- 
ere that attended he Uſe of it, than

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that they invented them purpoſely for the Sake of 
ſeeming to correct it. This I have un 0 


confirmed by my own Experience. 


It is worthy Notice, that among other Methods 
of correcting Sea - Water, that of Dioſcorides, by 
keeping it fome Time, is much celebrated.
